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Northern Pacific Railroad. 

The recent discoveries of gold on the North-west 
coast are bringing prominently before the public 
the national importance of the railroad route con- 
hecting the great Basin of the St. Lawrence and 
the Upper Mississippi with the Columbia Valley 
and Puget Sound. 

GOLD DISCOVERIES. 

The placers now being worked are on Fraser’s 
and Thompson’s Rivers in New Caledonia. At the 
last advices, seven steamers and a large number of 
sailing vessels were running from San Francisco to 
Puget Sound. The judgment of the people of Cal- 
ifornia as to the new ‘diggings, is based on the in- 
formation which each community and locality in 
California has received from some practical miner 
known personally to it, who has gone to the new 
mines and has by his own labors, ascertained their 
productiveness. 

While public attention is being drawn to the 
gold placers north of the 49th Parallel (on Fraser’s 
and Thompson’s Rivers, it is well known that gold 
is disseminated throughout the Cascades of Wash- 
ington Territory, and that it also reaches the 
Rocky Mountains in the line of Clark’s Fork and 
the Koutenay River.

In 1854, the public mind be- 
came impressed with the belief that it required 
only a diligent prospecting of the country to devel- 
ope the richness of its gold deposits. 

In 1855, large numbers emigrated to the inte- 
rior of Washington (east of the Cascades) to pros- 
pect for gold. The miners went, some frem Pu- 
get’s Sound over the Cascades, and cthers by the 
line of the Columbia. In July and August of that 
year, at least one thousand persons were on their 
way to the mines near Colville—a Hudson’s Bay 
fort in Washington Territory, situated in the upper 
Columbia, about 400 miles above Fort Walla 
Walla, and 700 miles from the Columbia entrance 
—measuring the distance in both cases by the 
river—and some 25 to 30 miles south of the 49th 
Parallel. The Indian war compelled most of these 
men to retrace their steps. A few however re- 
mained in the mining regions, and made good 
wages for the following two years. 

In 1857, the miners explored further north and 
found rich deposits in the Shonswap country, on 
Thompson’s river. Gold was also found along the 
line from Fraser’s and Thompson’s river to Fort 
Colville. This was the route of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company to their interior posts, and was kept 
open throughout the years ’55, 66 and ’57, whilst 
other routes were closed; in consequence of the 
unsettled state of the Indian country. 

Public attention was attracted to this matter 
through all the Pacific States and Territories. The 
Governor of Vancouver’s Island took steps to regu- 
late the digging of gold and the trade of New Cal- 
edonia. Notwithstanding the burthensome re- 
strictions he imposed, a great rush of miners has 
taken place from California and Oregon to the new 
placers—the number being estimated at 15,000,

GOV. STEVENS’ ROUTE. 

This route starts at St. Paul, follows up the 
eastern bank of the Mississippi to Sauk Rapids, 
where it crosses that river, pursues a general west 
by north direction to the Bois-de-Sioux, on the 
western boundary of Minnesota, and in its west- 
ward course strikes Fort Union and Fort Benton 
on the Missouri, crosses the Rocky Mountains by 
Lewis and Clark’s, Cadotte’s, or the Northern Little 
Blackfoot, or Mullain’s pass, thence following one 
of the tributaries of the Hell Gate River, debouches 
in the Bitter Root Valley at Hell Gate. From this 
point it proceeds down the Bitter Root Valley to 
the mouth of the St. Regis de Borgia, up that 
stream till it crosses the Cceur d’Alene divide to 
the waters of the Coeur d’Alene river, which it 
follows to the Coeur d’Alene Lakes, whence it de- 
flects in a southward direction to near the mouth 
of Snake River and bifurcates—one branch going 
down the Columbia to Vancouver and the other 
passing up the main Yakima to Snaqualmie pass, 
and thence to the waters of the Sound at Seattle, 
In Gov. Stevens’ plan and estimate, provision is 
not only made for these two branches reaching di- 
rectly Puget Sound and the Lower Columbia, but 
also a branch road is urged connecting Vancouver 
with the Sound. 

This route has a direct and easy connection 
with the newly discovered gold regions. From 
the Coeur d'Alene Lakes the country is entirely 
practicable to all parts of the Main Colambia from 
Fort Walla-Walla to Fort Colville. Wagons and 
pack trains can now pass in almost every direc- 4 
tion, Many of the minor details of the railroad :

It may be remarked, that Gov. Stevens, in his 
published report, carried the railroad line down 
Clarke's fork and passed it from Clarke’s fork be- 
low the Pend d’ Oreille Lake to the Spokane, but 
stated that the Coeur d’ Alene route was probably 
practicable, and urged its careful examination. 
This examination was made by him in 1855. He 
found the line entirely practicable, effecting 
a saying of four millions of dollars in the cost of 
the road, and shortening the distance some sev- 
enty-five miles. 







CHARACTERISTIC FEATURES, 

This*route connects the great Lakes and the 
Upper Mississippi directly with Puget Sound and 
the Columbia Valley. The distance in round 
numbers is but eighteen hundred miles. It has 
the least sum of ascents and descents of any route, 
and the lowest grades, It passes through a coun- 
try having many times more arable land than any 
other route. It abounds in timber and wood. It 
has the least deficiency of water, and no serious 
obstructions from snow. It is in connection with 
the two large rivers flowing eastwardly and west- 
Wardly from the great water shed of the continent. 
These rivers can be navigated by steamers of con- 
siderable capacity within 450 miles of each other. 
The Missouri is navigable to Fort Benton, and the 
Columbia, by following its great southern branch, 
Snake River, to the mouth of the Palouse. From 
the mouth of the Palouse to Fort Benton is but 
450 miles.’ These rivers, therefore, furnish the 
means of throwing the route into sections, and the 
time required to build the whole road is simply 
the time required to build the central section, a 
distance of 450 niiles, 

Moreover, on this route only 255 miles are more 
than 8,000 feet above the sea; whereas the other 
routes are more than three thousand feet above 
the sea, as follows:

By examin- 
ing the statistics of railroads, it will be seen that 
the cost of carrying freight varies from about four 
Or five mills ‘per ton per mile to some 15 or 18 
mills. The cost, of course, depends in part upon 
the amount of business, but. mainly upon the 
grades. 

Engineers have formule whereby they reduce 
all roads to horizontal planes to get a measure of 
comparison, and the distances thus ascertained are 
known as equated distances. To institute a proper 
comparison between the route of Gov. Stevens and 
the other routes, not only should there be a com- 
parison between the equated distances, but the 
roads should all start from some great water line. 
We have assumed the great Lakes and the Missis- 
sippi River for the water .line, from which all the 
distances should be estimated. 

If this be objected to, the advocates of the 
northern route will be the last to complain, as the 
comparison will then inure to its manifest advan- 
tage. Starting on the Missouri at the head of 
steamboat navigation, viz., at the great falls of the 
Missouri, near Fort Benton, they will stop at the 
corresponding point on the Columbia, and will thus 
furnish a comparison in their favor of less than 
five hundred miles over three or four times, and 
in some cases five times that distance, by either 
of the other routes.

CHARACTER OF THE COUNTRY. 
The late Secretary of War has given a view of 
the country differing entirely from that of Gover- 
nor Stevens and the officers associated with him. 
As the Secretary does not support his judgment 
by a single voucher, as the observers all agree es- 
sentially with Gov. Stevens, his opinion can hardly 
be considered as entitled to any weight against 
the conelusions of the report which has received 
his unfavorable criticism. Thus the Secretary of 
War states that the Northern route passes through 
1,490 miles of generally uncultivable country, and 
that the cultivable areas are only about one thou- 
sand square miles. Now on that route the forma- 
tion both in the Rocky and Bitter Root mountains. 
is limestone, and there are the constituents of 
limestone in the soil generally for arable purposes. 
The result reported by Gov. Stevens is what was. 
to have been expected. So far from the route 
running through 1,490 miles ot generally unculti-

West of 
the Bitter Root mountains, the country for nearly 
one hundred miles is not only arable but highly 
productive ; the Walla-Walla country is one of the 
finest locations for small farms in the world, and 
this tract (including the whole re-entering of the 
Snake) can sustain a farming population of one 
hundred thousand souls, There are large arable 
tracts in the Yakima country. For grazing pur- 
poses the country through which the Northern 
route passes, is unsurpassed either east or west of 
the Rocky mountains. The great success of the 
Indians of Washington and Oregon Territories as 
raisers of horses and cattle shows the mildness of 
the climate and its grazing resources, The coun- 
try is exceedingly well adapted to sheep. East of 
the Rocky mountains the vast herds of buffalo 
which find their subsistence there summer and win- 
ter, and the large bands of Indian horses which have 
no difficulty in thriving upon their winter pastures, 
is significant of the goodness and salubrity of its 
climate,

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~OONNECTIONS WITH BUROPE AND ASIA. 
Besides the great advantages arising from the 


shortness of this route, it has the nearest connec-| tion of the Chicago, St.Paul and Fond du Lac 


tions with Asia and Europe. The course of sailing 
vessels from San Francisco to China, Japan and 
the Russian possessions, such is the direction of 
the prevailing winds, is by the entrance of the 
Straits de Fuca,.some seven hundred miles from 
San-Francisco, and the harbors of Puget Sound 
are actually six hundred miles nearer to those 
parts than San Francisco. Making the eastern 
terminus of the Pacific railroad at Lake Superior 
places it at once on the great water line leading 
direct to Europe. Even when the Lakes are 
closed by ice it has still the advantage of several 
huidred miles over all other routes, whether the 
port be Chicago, Detroit, Sarnia (western terminus 
of the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada), New 
York, Boston, or Portland. 

It is evident that there is to be a great contest 
between us and our northern neighbors for the 
control of the rapidly rising interests of the North- 
west, requiring as it does a great overland commu- 
nication, and leading to the springing up of a great 
overland commerce. The seventy millions ex- 
pended in the completion of the Grand Trunk 
Railway of Canada ought to convince us of the 
forecast, energy and ability of the Canadian and 
British Governments to adopt and carry through a 
system of overland communication. A great em- 
pire is growing up at our North, composed of men 
not inferior to ourselves in genius and enterprise. 
They are playing for the same stake as ourselves. 
And the‘question for American statesmen and the 
American people is, shall we recognise this great 
Northern route as a national route, and take the 
necessary measures to its being successfully com- 
menced and completed ? 

We believe that the General Government should 
move-at once in this matter. Weare no advocates 
of & partizan route. We are willing to admit that 
one route may not satisfy the wants of the country. 
If so, let several routes, say a Southern, a Central 
and a Northern route be adopted, and the Govern- 
ment give to each the same equivalent aid, to wit : 
a grant of lands and a contract for carrying the 
mails, supplies, troops and munitions of war of the 
government. There can be no objections to capi- 
talizing the amounts which must be paid for these 
latter objects. If Congress will adopt this plan 
the free enterprise and genius of our people will 
do the rest; and the Pacific Railroad will be com- 
menced and completed at an early day.

Three. engines have been altered the past year 
from wood to coal burning engines, which, with 
the four purchased, and those previously in use, 
makes fifteen exclusively coal burning engines the 
Company now have in service. It was feared ori- 
ginally that the use of coal would largely increase 
the expense of repairs of the fire box and flues of 
engines using it; but subsequent experience has 
shown that this expense is not materially in- 
creased. 

The road and its equipment have been kept up 
in good condition and repair. 

The bills payable amounted on the Ist day of 
May, 1857, to over $704,000. All but about $70,- 
000 of this sum consisted of advances to the Peo- 
ria & Oquawka and Northern Cross (now Quincy 
and Chicago) Railroad Companies. These liabili- 
ties had been increased by the purchase of $50,- 
000 Northern Cross Bonds, pursuant to contract 
of January 1, 1855, and by the payment for four 
locomotive engines and one hundred and fifty 
house freight cars, contracted for prior to last re- 
port, and payments for depot grounds previously 
purchased—in all, about $210,000 ; and while the 
Directors regretted the necessity that existed of 
withholding the dividend from stockholders, during 
the extraordinary disturbances in the financial 
matters of the whole country, they could not 
doubt the propriety of using all the revenues of 
the road in paying the outstanding liabilities of 
the Company, rather than to pay the exorbitant 
interest that would have been required to carry 
such debt; and notwithstanding this application 
of them, it was found quite impracticable to carry 
the balance of the debt, without recourse to a sale 
of its bonds. Consequently, in January last, they 
sold $563,000 of bonds, for which they have real- 
ized $400,346, which has been applied in liquidat- 
ing their debts. 

This Company has not yet realized any consider- 
able advantage from the construction of connect- 
ing roads, leading westwardly into the States of 
Iowa and Missouri, from the fact that they have 
reached points that command but a small portion 
of the business of the country. It is expected 
that these roads (the Burlington and Missouri 
river, and the Hannibal and St. Joseph) will be 
extended the present year, so as to add materially 
to the busiuess of this line. The traffic from the 
Quincy and Chicago road has also been quite lim. 
ited the past year, owing to the failure of the 
wheat crop on that line. 

The pile bridge over the Fox river at Aurora, 
that was carried away by the spring flood of 1857, 
was replaced with a structure of like character, 
as this could be done in a short time, and avoid 
any long interruption of the business of the road. 

In accordance with the recommendation con- 
tained in the annual report of the Directors of last 
year, @ new mortgage has been executed upon the 
whole line of road and its equipment; and an issue 
of bonds having twenty-five years to run, has been 
authorized, sufficient for an exchange of ali the 
old outstanding bonds of different names;

La Crosse and Milwaukee Railroad. 

We learn that the Directors of the La Crosse 
and Milwaukee Railroad have decided not to pay 
the interest on the Land Grant Bonds, due Aug. 
Ist, notwithstanding their advertisement to that 
effect. The reason assigned is that Gov. Ran- 
dall’s letter prevented the success of the negotia- 
tions on which they depended for the money. We 
have never been able to see how this interest was 
to be met, The company had no resources—the 
whole earnings of the road going into the hands of 
Mr. Chamberlain, the lessee. The attempt to cast 
odium on Gov. Randall for refusing his certificate 
is puerile in the extreme, Even if he had granted 
the certificates, the payment of the interest. would 
have involved the company still further in debt.

The Financial Situation of Brazil. 
(From the London Times.) 


The report of Senor Souza Franco, the Finance 
Minister of Brazil,.was made to the Legislative 
Chambers in May. According to a summary of 
this document, transmitted by a correspondent, it 
is very satisfactory, and likely to increase the con- 
fidence already felt in the resources of the coun- 
try. In 1837-8 the Imperial revenue of Brazil 
(taking the exchange at 27) was only £1,495,282 ; 
in 1856-7 it had risen to £5,486,211; in 1857-8 the 
actual receipts of nine months encouraged the Min- 
ister to-estimate it at £6,111.000, and the average 
income of the three years 1854-5, 1855-6, 1856-7 
was £4,592,333. Although the expenditure in the 
current year had been unusually heavy (the fron- 
tier provinces of Mato Grosso and Rio Grande do Sul, 
having been put in a state of complete defense, 
while large additions had been made to the army and 
navy, and considerable sums had been voted to 
make arterial lines of roads as well as to assist 
railways and promote colonization,) on the 30th of 
April, 1858, there was a disposable balance in the 
Treasury of £1,744,135, beside a large increase of 
material of all kinds in the naval and military ar- 
senala, In consequence of this, the government in 
December last were able to place a very consider- 
able sum at the disposal of the Bank of Brazil, to 
avert any contraction of its power of discount, and 
to assist the liquidation of commercial transactions 
and further arrangements are now in progress 
gradually to redeem the paper circulation and to 
replace it by metallic money. During the current 
year, and up to the 30th of April, it was unneces- 
sary to issue for the public service a single Treas- 
ury Bond (Exchequer Bill,) and there had in that 
period been remitted to the financial agents of the 
Government in London, in money, £812,650, and 
in Brazil wood, £795.101. On the 28th of Febru- 
ary, 1858, there was a large balance with the 
agents at the credit of the Government, and the 
Minister calculated that after discharging all

Customs revenue, the Government had, in August, 
1857, and March, 1858, made further reductions in 
the import duties on several articles, the most im- 
portant of which was coal. By the operation of 
the Sinking Fund; the foreign debt of the Empire 
had, in 1857, been reduced to the extent of £147,- 
500; and at the end of 1857 the total amount out- 
standing was £5,345,500, a sum considerably less 
than the partially received and the partly esti- 
mated income of the State im the financial year 
1857-8. During the currency of the foreign debt, 
there has been extinguished in this way an amount

1857-8. Finally, it is remarked that, in addition 
to the revenues of the Empire, each of the twenty 
provinces of Brazil has resources and revenues of 
its own, and that the finances of all the leading 
provinces are in an equally flourishing condition, 
several of them spending out of revenue largesums 
on public work, and the credit of all standing high. 
The trade statistics of Senor Souza Franco’s report 
are likewise interesting. The official value of the 
imports and exports of Brazil in 1856-7 amounted 
to £26,484,375, or upward of 40 per cent. above 
the average of the previous five years, and 27 per 
cent. in excess of the value in 1855-6. Of that 
sum the value of the imports is £13,761,778, or 83 
per cent. greater than that of the previous year, 
and 39 per cent. above the average of the previous 
five years. The value of the exports was £12,- 
722,601, or 21 per cent. more than that. of 1855-6, 
and 42 per cent. in excess of the quinquennial pe- 
riod. Of the imports of 1857, £8,190, 116, or about 
5946 per cent. of the whole, came from 

and her possessions; £1,830,674, or 13 per cent. 
from France; and £864,155, or 6 per cent. from 
the United States. Of the exports of that year, 
those to England were valued at £3,954,128, or 31 
per cent. of the whole; those to France, £1,058,- 
611, or 8 per cent.; those to the United States, 
£3,516,079, or 27 per cent. Thus, it appears that 
in 1856-7 the total trade of England with Brazil 
reached the enormous value of $12,144,244. And 
yet Brazil is the only country in the world our 
commerce with which has not the security of a 
single treaty stipulation.”

How a Repetition of the Erie Accident may 
he Avoided. 

The recent accident on the Erie Railroad should 
lead to the adoption of some further precaution 
against a repetition of such a disaster, either there 
or élsewhére. At the place where that accident 
occurred, the road is built upon the hill-side, and 
has quite a heavy grade, just before reaching 
which is a sharp curve. There is also a double 
track. On the Erie, as on all double track roads 
in the country, trains take the right-hand track, 
This brings the westward bound train, passing 
along Shin Hollow, on the outside, where, of 
course, if any accident occurs, the probability is 
‘that the cars will be tumbled down the embank- 
ment, as they were on the night of the 17th. The 
Mability to such accidents is heightened by pre- 
viously passing around the curve. If, however, in- 
stead of keeping on the outside track, the west- 
ward bound train at that place were shifted to the 
inside; the danger of being thrown down the bank 
would be diminished, if not entirely removed. In 
‘any place where there is a grade along a side-hill 
embankment, the train going down the grade should 
take the inside. Even if thrown from the track, 
the outside rails will prevent the cars from falling 
over. Had this custom obtained on the Erie road, 
the cars would not have been thrown down into 
the meadow, and most, if not all, who lost their 
lives, would have been saved, at the worst, at the 
expense of bruises and jammings. Railroad Su- 
perintendents will do well to look to this. Of 
course, a uniform rule for the running of trains 
must be maintained; but nothing but custom 
leads to the adoption of the present mode of keep. 
ing to the right. As great regularity could be 
maintained in other ways as in that. The taking 
of the inside track would, under such circum- 
stances, answer the same purpose as if a secure 
wall were built on the outer edge of the embank-

‘These improved ee eet ate have been in 
use for the past eight or nine years upon most of 
the leading railroads in the country ; during which 
time they have been thoroughly tested; and from

They are “de- 
cidedly the best engine smoke pipes in use; run- 
ning with less repairs than any other pipe; giving 
a good free draught, and at the same time arrest- 
ing all the sparks.” ‘They are durable, efficient, 
and offer as little obstruction to the draught as 
any pipe that effectually arrests the sparks.” “In 
respect to simplicity of arrangement, they are im- 
measurably superior to any other.” ‘They soon 
pay for themselves, as by producing a better 
draught, the wood feeding the furnace is more 
thoroughly consumed, thus allowing no waste of 
fuel to occur.” ‘In point of cleanliness, there is 
no arrester that can bear any comparison with 
them.” 


The superiority of these arresters over all others 
is established. There being no wire gauze, or 
other light material used in their manufacture, 
they are not liable to get choked up, thus stopping, 
in a measure, the draught of the stack. Though 
simple in their construction, they can be built of 
as heavy material as may be desired. Their dura- 
bility is placed beyond question. By the peculiar 
shape of the chimney, the smoke is thrown off 
with greater force, and is carried almost entirely 
above the train, at high speed; thus preventing 
annoyance to passengers, and saving much dam- 
age to the paint and exterior appearance of the 
cars. In case of fire, suits brought against rail- 
road companies for damage can be more easily 
defended where these pipes are used. This fact 
should at least have some weight with the com- 
panies in determining the superiority of either; 
as, in case of fire, they are usually the greatest 
sufferers, whether it is their own, or the property 
of others that is consumed. The loss to a com- 
pany often amounts in a single instance to more 
than sufficient to equip the entire road with ar- 
resters so constructed that the sparks cannot es- 
cape. 

By an examination of the interior arrangements 
of this pipe, it will be perceived that the inside 
pipe, or main flue, is so enlarged at the top as to 
form a bottom to the inside chamber, by which it 
is surrounded, and over the flue there is a funnel 
shaped plate, or cone, placed so as to leave a space 
of nearly eight inches, which space is divided into 
eight separate flues, by means of as many curves 
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or cirepjer plates, which give to the gases, smoke, 
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iiey emerge from the flues ‘into the chamber, 
which has’a cover corresponding in shape to the 
oiitside cover or top of the pipe; which, together 
with the walls of the chamber, is pierced with 
dblong holes; attached to this cover is a pipe, or, 
as it’ is termed, a discharge flue, dropping down 
into'tlie chamber about ten inches. 

Now, it will be readily observed, that when the 
engine is at rest the passage from the smoke box 
to the Arrester is nearly direct, diverging only 
about four inches from a straight line; but when 
the engine is put in motion, the products of com- 
pustion being forced (by means of the exhaust) 
with inconceivable velocity against the cone, are 
there brought into contact with the circular plates, 
and pass into the chamber with a whirling, cen- 
trifagal force, thus effectually throwing all par- 
ticles to the outer walls of the chamber, where 
they revolve, until passed through the oblong 
holes into the dirt chambers, whence they must 
beremoved daily to insure a safe and clean Ar- 
vester.

There 
are not more than half a dozen States in the Union 
that compel reports of the doings of railroad cor- 
porations. Even in such States as Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois this most important feature is neglected, 





Railroad Rates from New York to the West. 

Another Railroad Convention was held at Cleve- 
land during the past week, attended by represen- 
tatives of many of the leading Western Railroads. 
The ostensible object of the Convention was to 
adopt some regulations in regard to through rates 
for freight and passengers. Its animus may be 
judged of by the following resolution, which was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the roads here represented, being 
satisfied that the New York and Erie Railroad 
Company has reduced the rates of passenger fares 
below fair rates, and refuses to restore them to 
the points agreed upon previous to said reduction, 
it is hereby agreed that the Companies here repre- 
sented will not sell tickets over said road, or allow 
said Company to sell or issue coupon tickets over 
theirs, nor will they forward or receive freights on 
the same except at local rates, and the reduction 
that may be necessary upon either freight or pas- 
sengers, to meet the state of things produced by 
the N. Y. & Erie R. R., shall be pro-rated between 
roads forming such lines of competition. 

A series of agreements were adopted, fixing the 
prices for transportation, of which the following 
was the principal : 

Third—In case any company or eompanies form- 
ing a thorough connected line of road, or any part 
thereof, reduce the price for the transportation of 
persons or property below the regular established 
rate, by allowing commissions or drawbacks, or 
otherwise, the companies forming the line com- 
peting with such company or line reducing prices, 
shall reduce prices to the same rate on passengers, 
and one dollar per ton on freight, below the rate 
charged ; the sum of the reduction to be prorated 
off the proportions Western companies are now 
receiving.

ISSUE OF STOCK CERTIFICATES.—THE 
SCHUYLER FRAUDS. 

The New York and New Haven Railroad Com- 

pany against William Cross, Robert Schuyler, and 

others. 

This case was argued on appeal from the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court, before six judges 
of the Court of Appeals, in the last term of that 
Gdurt, and the decision recently rendered. 

-The circumstances which gave rise to this-ac- 
tion, which has already been in litigation several 
year, are doubtless known to most of our readers. 
For the information, however, of those who may 
not be familiar with them, we give the leading 
facts in the case. 

'*From the organization of the New. York and 
New Haven Company in 1846 to the third of July, 
$54, Robert Schuyler was its president and trans- 

sr agent, having his station and place of business 
the office of the Company in New York. Trans- 
fer books of the stock were kept at this office in 
New York, and at two other places. As early as 
October, 1853, Mr, Schuyler commenced a series 
of fraudulent acts, extending over the whole period 
of time’ intermediate that act and the 3d of July, 
1854, during which time he issued and disposed of 
ailarge number of certificates of stock of the 
éompany, which on their face purported to be 
mine, were executed and signed in the same 
manner as geriuine certificatés, and were undistin- 
le. from them, but’ which in fact were 
sndulent over-issues for his own private pur-

en other instances, after making transfers of 
stock for other parties on the books of the com- 
pany, hé failed to cancel the old certificates which 
were surrendered for that purpose, but fraudulent. 
ly, re-issued them as genuine certificates of stock 
ewned by himself. 
~§n-furtherance of his designs, he allowed clerks 
df the firm of which he was a member to give the 
firm a false credit on the stock ledger of the com- 
ny, by which it was made ostensibly to appear 
such firm had stock to their credit on the 
books of the Company to the amount of $1,000,000, 
when in truth it owned none. 
“ 'The whole false issue amounts to about $2,000,- 
000, ‘On the books of the railroad company there

¢ | sons and firms, to whom they were 
'| the, firm to which Schuyler belonged. The balance 
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of such. over-issues. have. gone into the hands of 
266 other persons and firms, at different. times, in 
different amounts, and from different persons, and 
many of these holders are also holders of genuine 
stock, 

This action was brought by the Company 
against 824 defendants, for the purpose of settling 
in one suit the numerous claims and questions 
which grew out of these extensive frauds. Other 
facts appear in the opinion. 

Comstock, J.—This case is somewhat special 
and extraordinary in its circumstances and must 
be determined upon principles of reason and jus- 
tice, with the aid of such analogies as the law will 
afford. 

It. is well settled that the directors or managers 
of a corporation are trustees for the holders of its 
stock, It is on this ground that the shareholders 
are entitled to relief in equity against an actual 
or threatened waste or misapplication of its cor- 
porate bonds. It seems also to be settled that a 
suit for that purpose must be brought in the name 
of the corporation, unless it appears that the di- 
rectors refuse so to prosecute, or are themselves 
the guilty parties answerable for the wrong. | If 
they do thus refuse, or are thus answerable, the 
shareholders may sue in their own names; but in 
such a case the corporation must be made a de- 
fendant either solely or jointly with the directors 
sought to be charged. (Roberts agt. Smith, 3 
Paige, 222, and cases there cited.) I have no- 
where seen it laid down that the corporation it- 
self, considered as a pure legal abstraction, isa 
trustee for its stockholders; yet it is not difficult 
to see that certain trust relations exist between it 
and them. A corporation aggregate is clothed 
with a legal title to its real and personal estate, 
franchise and privileges, while the shareholders, as 
individuals, have in them equitable interests, the 
interest of each being in proportion to the amount 
of stock which he holds. The corporation is en- 
titled to receive, and does receive the gross amount 
of the earnings, upon a trust, however, or at least 
under a duty to pay over to the stockholders the 
net profits as dividends upon their stock. If not 
under all circumstances bound to make and pay 
over in money the dividends earned, it must at all 
events use them for the shareholders’ benefit in 
the prosecution of its legitimate enterprises and 
subject to ultimate accountability. If these rela- 
tions are not precisely defined in the books, it is 
because the occasion has not arisen requiring this 
to be done. 

The New York and New Haven Railroad Com- 
pany is a corporation aggregate, invested by its 
charter with certain privileges and powers, and 
with a legal title to all the real and personal estate 
acquired in the construction and operation of its 
road. . Its genuine and undoubted stock amounts 
to $3,000,000, and by its charter cannot exceed 
that amount. All their stock (with an exception 
of no importance to the question before us) has 
been paid for, and is held by shareholders whose 
rights as such are not called in question. But in 
addition to the $3,000,000 of undoubted stock, 
Mr. Schuyler, the President of the company, is- 
sued at different times for his own private purposes, 
fraudulent and spurious certificates of stock to the 
amount of nearly $2,000,000, which are now held, 
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Sumerous parties against whom. this suit 
has. been instituted. The President was, the duly, 
authorized agent. to superintend the transfer. of 
stock from any existing shareholder to another 
party, with authority in all cases to issue a new 
certificate upon a transfer of the stock it repre- 
sented being duly made in the books, and upon 
the surrender of the old one. The spurious certi- 
ficates, before mentioned, were not based upon 
any transfer of genuine stock in any sense what- 
ever. In their appearance, however, they were 
genuine and duly authorized. In form they were 
like those which represented the real stock of the 
company, and they were signed by a person who 
was known to have authority to sign under the 
conditions above named. ‘Thus they. obtained 
more or less currency throughout the community, 
being taken by various parties without attending 
to the forms and conditions prescribed by the 
charter and by-laws of the company regulating 
the transfer of stock, 

This extraordinary fund could not fail to place 
the corporation in a situation of extreme difficulty 
and embarrassment. 

What was to be done with the spurious stock 
certificates 2? Were the holders to be recognised ? 
Were they to share in the dividends, and were 
they entitled to vote at elections? Was the stock 
of the company practically increased to $5,000,000, 
when the charter confined it to $3,000,000? If 
this could not be done, then fas the company 
bound to pay in damages to each holder of these 
false instruments, the value which the’ genuine 
stock had borne in market? These were grave 
questions, about which gentlemen of great emin- 
ence in their profession, and the Court also, dif. 
fered. 

In the courts of original jurisdiction, it was de- 
termined (after the institution of their suit) that 
the corporation were in some form bound to make 
good the false certificates. On appeal to this 
court, we held them void to all intents and pur- 
poses, and that the corporation and its genuine 
stockholders were entirely unaffected by them. 
(Mechanics’ Bank agt. the New York and New 
Ha-en Railroad Company, 8 Kernan, 599.) 

Such was the situation of this Company on the 
discovery of these acts of Mr. Schuyler. As a 
pure creation. of. law, the corporation was not a 
sentient being ; but the law, nevertheless, clothed 
it with sixthority, which enabled it to act by its 
Board of Directors, as a natural person within the 
sphere of its powers and duties. It had, there- 
fore the rights which a natural person would have 
in analogous situations, and in order to evolve the 
principle of their controversy, we may suppose 
that a natural person is clothed with the legal title 
to, and is in possession of an extensive line of rail- 
road, receiving the gross earnings for the purpose 
of dividing the net profits amongst a large class of 
individuals, whose right thereto in certain fixed 
proportions, is evidenced by a certificate or decla- 
ration of trust which each one holds, signed by 
the legal owner or his authorized agent, If, then, 
a new. class of individuals should come forward, 
claiming the same rights and presenting as the 
evidence thereof instruments of the same kind in 


all respects, bearing on their face all the appear 
ances of genuineness and authority, but in fact 
unauthorized and spurious,, what. would be the 


rights and the duty in the legal owner in that ex 
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would ‘be his right and his duty to call the false 
daimants into court, in order to remove the cloud 
upon the equitable interests of those whom he re- 
janted. It would be his right, as owner of the 

legal ‘estate to bring to a determination any claim 
upon ‘that estate in law or equity, resting upon 
facts and documents giving to it, zrima facie, all 
the appearances of genuineness and validity. It 
would be his duty to call for such a determination 
as'the representative of numerous equitable inter- 
estsi'carved out of his estate and placed under his 
protection. These are principles so familiar and 
elementary that citations from the books are not 
required to support them. 

With the aid of these analogies we can come to 
a conclusion as to the rights of this corporation 
in the exigency which had arisen at the commence- 
ment of their suit. It stood, as we have seen, on 
a quasi trust relation to its stockholders, holding 
as it did the legal estate, and they having as indi- 
viduals an equitable right in the net earnings or 
income of the same estate. They also had the 
right to vote at the elections of the company to 
the exclusion of all other persons. If the corpo- 
ration yielded these rights to the holders of its 
original and genuine stock, and registered the 
place of those who held the false certificates, it 
became at once exposed not merely to one, but to 
a multiplicity of suits involving, as we have seen, 
questions of no inconsiderable difficulty. In these 
circumstances its right of resort to a Court of 
Equity in order to have the spurious certificates 
cancelled and annulled, does not admit of a doubt, 
provided those instruments were such in character 
and appearance as to bring them within the prin- 
ciples on which the Court of Equity administer 
protective and preventive justice.

Milwaukee and Mississippi Railroad. 

The Milwaukee and Mississippi Railroad adds 
another to the list of unfortunates which cannot 
pay the interest on their bonds. The rock on 
which it split is a floating debt of about $600,000, 
The immense floating debt which has overhung 
and crippled the resources of this road for the last 
three years has been a constant surprise to its 
stockholders. The road was completed in 1856, at 
a cost of $6,600,000, with a floating debt of $512,- 
155. January 1, 1858, the total cost was $7,700,- 
000, with a floating debt of $526,000, Now it has 
a floating debt of $600,000. 

The following circular of the Milwaukee and 
Mississippi Railroad Company has just been issued : 

New York, July, 1858. 

To the holders of the Farm Mortgage and Seven 

per cent. Convertible Bonds of this Company : 

The company owe a floating or unfunded debt 
amounting to about $600,000, and in consequence 
of such indebtedness and the general prostration 
of business, are unable to pay the interest of the 
present year on their Farm Mortgage, and on their 
Seven per cent. Construction Bonds maturing in 
1859. The directors have issued a circular to the 
Mortgage stockholders, stating such inability to 
meet the interest on their mortgages, and request- 
ing them to provide for its payment; bat as the 
circular creates excitement among them, leading 
to the conviction that they will not respond to the 
call, but show a disposition to combine in resisting 
the foreclosure, the company being strongly im- 
pressed that they will be able, next year, from in- 
creased earnings and business to pay the interest 
on these bonds, have decided to offer to pay the 
said interest in 5 per cent. bonds of the company, 
secured by a mortgage to Thomas L. Ogden, Esq., 
subject, however, to previous mortgages on the 
whole road for $3,750,000. The issue of $500,000 
appropriated to pay the unfunded debt of the com- 
pany, of which this interest forms a port, is in 
bonds of $500 each, due arid payable in four 
years, and the interest half yearly, in New York, 
from the surplus earnings of the road, after the 
payment of the interest on the previous mortgages 
and on the City Bonds, and of keeping the road in 
repair, The company now offer to exchange these 
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the Farm Mortgage Bonds, and on all other’ in- 
debtedness of the company, it is submitted to' the 
holilers of these bonds, whether they had not bet- 
ter accept the offer of the company to pay the ac- 
crued interest, and the interest to accrue the’ pre- 
sent year in the 8 per cent. Mortgage Bonds afore- 
said. The trouble and cost of foreclosure, and the 
value of the bonds offered in’ payment are to be 
considered. The times are hard in Wisconsin for 
farmers to raise money this present yeary:when 
prices for grain rule low, and when confidence, is 
impaired in every security they can offer for the 
loan of money , and under such circumstrnces it is 
natural for those who cannot pay to resist payment 
and to resort to means perhaps not strictly lawful. 
A compulsory course may unnecessarily hazard 
the.security, when, by taking the bonds, this risk 
would be avoided. 

The earnings of the road last year were $882,- 
000, and for the present year will probably amount 
to about $1,000,000, and on the revival of business 
must amount to a great deal more... The Trustee 
in the mortgage has the right to take possession of 
the road at any time when in his opinion.the trusts 
created in the mortgage require it. The whole 
cost and expenditure of the road is about $8,500,- 
000, and it ought at least to produce a revenue suf- 
ficient to pay an interest on half this amount, 
which the bonds offered and the previous mort- 
gages would only represent. 

The previous mortgages on the main line amognt 
to $3,000,000, less the accumulated sinking fund 
of $193,000, but the mortgage covers both lines, 
on which the previous mortgages amount to §3,- 
750,000, as before stated.

The Atlantic Telegraph. 

Having recorded the various steps toward the 
consummation of this great enterprise, we regret 
to be obliged to report the second failure of the 
attempt to lay it. The following is Capt. Hudson’s 
report to the Secretary of the Navy, which we 
copy from the Washington Union of the 26th :— 

U. 8. Steam Frigate yet 
Queenstown, Ireland, July 8. 

Sr1z,—I am somewhat mortified and disappointed 
to report the arrival of the Niagara at this port on 
the Beh inst., after three unsuccessful attempts at 

laying down the telegraphic cable. 

My last dispatch, of the 10th ult., informed you 
that the squadron were off Plymouth Harbor, bound 
to the appointed rendezvous for uniting and run- 
ning out the telegraphic cable. 

During the first three or four days of our passage 
we had calms and light variable winds; the fol- 
lowing eight days almost continuous gales from 
the W. to the 8. W., and the greater part of the 
time heavy sea, when the weather again moderated, 
end our vessels; which had separated during the 
gales, met together at the rendezvous on the 25th, 
the Agamemnon having shifted about one hundred 
miles of the upper portion of the cable on her 
main hold tier during the gale, which portion they 
were engaged in running to the gun deck when 
we fell in with them. 

On the 26th (Saturday) we commenced our ope- 
rations by securing the Niagara and Agamemnon 
together, stern to, with hawsers, splicing the cuble 
and easing it down gradually with two hundred 
fathoms paid out from each ship; the hawser let 
go by signal, and the ships separated on their re- 
spective courses at the rate of three-fourths of a 
mile the hour. When we had paid out two miles 
and forty fathoms, as shown by our indicator, the 
cable being hauled in the wrong direction through 
the excitement or carelessness of one of the men 
stationed by it, caught and parted in the Niagara’s 
machinery. A heavy fog and mist had set in soon 
after the ships separated. We were fortunate 
enough, however, to get together again in a short 

‘time, splice, lower down the cable, and separate 

‘from each other as before stated. The Niagara’s 
speed, at starting was short of one mile the hour, 
and gradually increased to two knots six fathoms 
up to 7 o’clock Pp. m., and the cable being paid out 

“three and a-half knots per hour; and from that 
hour tiJl midnight a uniform speed was maintained 
of three and a-half miles the hour, and the cable 
was paid out, as shown by the indicator, of four 
and a-half miles the hour. Our machinery was 
working as Well as we could desire, cable running 
from the coils and going over it with ease and 
regularity, when to our great surprise, at 15 min- 
nutes past 1 o’clock a. m., on the 27th (Sunday) 
the electricians reported that there had been no 

ree from the Agamemnon for the last ten 
minutes. 

We kept going on slowly, as previously agreed 

, until 4:40 a. m., (in the meantime the elec- 
cians tested the cable in the ship and reported 

the continuity and insulations perfect,) when the 
ship's headway was entirely stopped, and we com- 
tenced heaving in with the machinery. The 
“cable parted at 4:56 a, m., and we lost on this oc- 
casion, as measured by the indicator, 42 miles 300 
fathoms of cable, and started for the rendezvous, 
where, on Monday the 28th, the Agamemnon and 
were secured together, the splice made, 
Jowered down, the ships separated, as has been 
Slready described, at 7:30 p.m. Our speed for 
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: of a mile; 
second hour, 23¢ miles; third 
the fourth hour, 3!¢ miles. From that hour uiitil 
9:10 o’clock on Thursday evening, the 29th, (when 
we ceased to get signals from the Agamemnon, 
and the engines showed down,) the speed of the 
ship had been 44¢ miles the hour; and the cable 
paid out 54¢ miles the hour, as shown by the in- 
dicator. 

The engines were stopped at 10 Pp. m., and the 
ship hung in a measure by the cable until twenty 
minutes after midnight, when it parted, the indi- 
cators showing a loss on this occasion of 145 miles 
930 fathoms of the cable. Our electricians again 
thoroughly tested all the cable on board ship, and 
found the insulation and continuity all perfect, and 
there was but one opinion among those gentlemen, 
that the cable parted at or near the Agamemnon, 
which we shall ascertain when she arrives at this 
port to fill up her coal.. 

An arrangement had been made, when the ships 
separated the 28th inst,, that in the event of any 
accident to the cable before either should have run 
one hundred miles, we were to return to the ren- 
dezvous, unite the cable, and make another effort 
to lay it out; if beyond that distance, the vessels 
were to proceed to Queenstown, fill up with coal 
and again renew our efforts. 

In the Niagara we had all the coal that we re- 
quired for laying down our part of the cable. 
There were serious doubts, however, if we ran 
further, cr any distance beyond the one named, 
whether the Agamemnon’s coal would hold out, 
(without any expenditure in getting back to the 
rendezvous,) and leave her enough to insure 
steaming back to Valentia Bay with the cable, in 
the event of no further casualty to it on the way 
there. 

Mr, Everett’s machinery bas paid out the cable 
with apparent ease and uniformity of strain, and 
we find it admirably adapted to the work it has to 
perform in all its parts. 

H. M. steamer Gorgon, which accompanied us, 
arrived here with the Niagara. We now await the 
arrival of the Agamemnon and Valorous, when 
we hope to be off again for the rendezvous in 
seven or eight days, under more favorable aus- 
pices of weather than we experienced in the month 
of June. 

It affords me pleasure to report the continued 
good health of the officers and crew.

Taunton Branch Railroad. 

The committee appointed to investigate the cf- 
fairs of this corporation, have made up their report. 
The report represents this corporation as being in 
a good condition. The capital stock of the com- 
pany is $250,000; the income of the road for the 
year ending November 30, 1857, was $163,936, and 
the expenditures $136,095.66, leaving as net earn- 
ings $28,454.20; for the year ending May 31, 
1858, the net earnings were $23,129.83. The sur- 
plus ef the road is stated to be $48,379.97. which 
is plincipally invested in stock of the Middleboro’ 
and Taunton and Weir Branch Railroad, and is not 
productive at the present time. The committee 
are of the opinion that judicious arrangements 
might be made by which the expenditures of the 
Company could be reduced, but they do not seem 
to be in favor of any material reduction of salaries 
where skill and experience is required. In the 
matter of free passes, which they were especially 
instructed to investigate, they report the names of 
all those who have been passed free over the road 
for a year, averaging about a dozen a month.— 
There does not appear to have been any abuse 
in this respect on the part:of the officers of the 
road. The committee are in favor of the estab- 
lishment of a rule by the corporation for the guid- 
ance of its officers in this respect. 

The following were elected Directors: William 
A. Crocker, William Sturgis, N. .H. Emmons, 8, 
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It is announced, by telegraph from Pi 
under date of July 24th, that George W. Cass has 
resigned the Presidency of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago railroad, and J. Edgar Thomp. 
son has been elected to fill the vacancy, Mr. 
Thompson has, for some months, been Ohief Ep. 
gineer of this road. His election to the Presidency 
is, we presume, virtually a consolidation of this 
line with the Pennsylvania Central, of which Mr. 
Thompson has been President a number of years, 


The Pittsburg Press, in announcing this ap- 
pointment, says: 

Mr, Thompson’s reputation as a wise, discreet 
and experienced officer in the management of the 
affairs of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
needs no commendation of ours. He unquestion. 
ably stands at the very head of that great interest 
in the United States, and his ability in that de. 
partment of practical knowledge is highly appre- 
ciated throughout Europe. 

We do not, therefore, entertain a doubt of his 
success in speedily relieving our great company 
from the’ complicity and entanglement of its af. 
fairs and credit, and rendering it at no distant day 
a remunerative concern to all interested in its wel- 
fare. Mr, Thompson has been for some time past 
a director of the company, and is, therefore, no 
stranger to its affairs and capabilities, and from 
his well established character for foresight and 
prudence in feeling his way before he embarks in 
an enterprise in which his own well earned repu- 
tation is involved, we do not feel at liberty to 
question the successful issue of his present under- 
taxing, which in this case gives additional confi- 
dence in the ultimate importance and value of our 
road. We, therefore, reiterate congratulations to 
the friends of the corporation on this auspicious 
event, 

On accepting the resignation of Mr. Cass, the 
Board of Directors passed some highly compli: 
mentary resolutions on the ability and zeal which 
distinguished his administratiou of the affairs of 
the company. 


Mr. Thompson has thus become the chief officer 
and manager of the longest continuous railroad in 
this country, namely, from the city of Philadelphia 
to Chicago, 818 miles. About sixty miles of the 
road next to Chicago is under construction, to be 
completed on the 1st of November next. 





Alexandria, Loudoun and Ham pshire Rail- 
road Meeting.| 

A general meeting of the Alexandria, Loudon, 
and Hampshire Railroad Company, was held at 
Alexandria on Thursday. A large majority of 
the stock of the Company was present, the State 
being represented by Dr. 0. H. Funsten, of Clarke, 
and Geo. H. Smoot, Esq., of Alexandria. The 
act of the Assembly of the last session, subscrib- 
ing three-fifths of $500,000 of the Company’s 
stock, was accepted. The terms proposed by the 
county court of Clarke, in relation to the payment 
of her subscription of $100,000, (having it in view 
to render that amount available at an early day,) 
were considered, and the meeting authorized the 
Board of Directors to accept the same, and to en- 
ter into such arrangements with the agents of the 
county as might be agreed -upon for the purpose 
of carrying them out.—Alezandria Gazette.
